INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SATURDAY OCTOBER 9, 2004 — 0800 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 45 new fires reported. One new large fire was
reported in the Southwest Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in California,
Nebraska, Oregon, Utah and Wyoming.

Presidential Disaster Declarations have been issued for Hurricane Frances in Florida on 9/4; for
Hurricane Ivan in Alabama, Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi on 9/16; and for Hurricane Jeanne
in Florida on 9/26. An Area Command Team (Zimmerman) is assigned to the Florida Disaster
Field Office, Orlando, FL. The Team will demobilize today. Numerous resources have been
mobilized as part of the relief effort, including aviation assets, mobile caterers and showers,
national buying teams, crews and miscellaneous overhead personnel.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS:
HURRICANE FRANCES / IVAN RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).
A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Hart) is managing a base camp at Saufley Field Naval Air
Station in Pensacola, FL. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Muir) has been ordered.
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES:
POWER, Eldorado National Forest. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Wendt) is assigned.

This fire is 28 miles southeast of Pollock Pines, CA in brush and timber. Moderate lateral spread
in steep terrain and short, upslope runs were reported.

UNFAMILIAR WITH WEATHER AND LOCAL FACTORS INFLUENCING FIRE BEHAVIOR

& Can you ask questions of local experts? What kinds of questions would you ask?

& Does the operational period plan give you adequate weather and information? What kinds of
weather forecasts can you get? What other weather or local information do you look for in the
shift plan?

& Can you get information from resources that have been on the fire? What questions will you ask
of the crew that you are replacing?

& Is there any other way to obtain information? List common sources of information on weather
and local factors.

& To reduce risks:

Base all actions on current and expected fire behavior.

Post lookouts.

Establish escape routes and safety zones.

Take extra caution! Discuss a fire where you relied on information from the local unit

(perhaps where your fire knowledge and experience was very different from how they
did things—Southeast or Alaska).
